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Auburn Enrolls 7,904 Students 


AUBURN HAS MARKED up a new en- 
rollinent: record. 

Alabama Polytechnic Institute’s 1955 
fall quarter registration totaled 7,904, 
giving the college the largest student 
body in its 83-year history. This is 244 
more than the previous high of 7,660 
set in 1948. 

College Registrar Charles W. Ed- 
wards, ’20, said he believed enroll- 

ment would have reached 10,000 this 
fall “if housing had been available.” 

Housing was definitely the factor 
which limited the enrollment. However, 
the final registration figures are some- 
what higher than the 7,500 predicted be- 


fore the fall quarter opened. The 1954 
registration total was 7,059. 
Engineering largest 
OF THE 7,904 students, 28 per cent or 


2,804 are in the School of Engineering. 
This is an-inereasé of 602 over the fall 
of 1954. 

The other eight schools enrolled the 
following numbers of students: 

Science and Literature, 1,448; Ed- 
ucation, 1,432; Agriculture, 691; Arch- 
itecture and the Arts, 523; Chemistry, 
326; Home Economics, 301; Veterinary 
Medicine, 258; and Pharmacy, 221. 

Registration by classes finds 2,500 
freshmen. There are 1,856 sophomores: 
1,605 juniors; 1,282 seniors; 78 fifth year 
students (in architecture and veterinary 
medicine); 538 graduate students; and 
45 special students. 

“The ratio of men to women students 
is 3.4 to 1. Auburn has 6,153 men and 
1,761 coeds.

Snitz Snider, ‘29 


Coach Of Champions 


THOSE BESSEMER Purple Tigers con- 
sistently rank among the top high schoo 
football teams of the country. . 

The man responsible is Euil (Snitz) 
Snider, ‘29—a man who is serving 
his 23rd season at. Bessemer. He is a 
keen student of the technical aspects of 
athletics, and knows how to develop the 
finest qualities in his boys. 

As his record proves, he also knows 
how to develop the finest qualities in 
a football team. Snider moved up to 
head coach at Bessemer in 1933. That 
year his undefeated Tigers won eight 
and tied one. The overall record—star- 
red with state championships for 
each of the five undefeated seasons— 
reads 125 victories, 37 losses and five 
ties. 

In three of the past four years—1951, 
1952 and 1954—the undefeated Purple 
Tigers have won the Alabama high 
school championship. trophies. 


Olympic sprinter 


“SNITZ WAS an inspirational leader in - 


college,” according to Auburn Track 
Coach. Wilbur Hutsell. Coach Hutsell 
pointed out. that Snider captained the 
1928 track team. 

A champion athlete, he established a 
new American record of 48 seconds for 
the 400 meter at 1928 U. S. Olympic 
trials in Philadelphia, Penn. He later 
ran. 400 meters at the meet in Amster- 
dam, Holland, becoming the first of 
Auburn’s four Olympic Games competi- 
tors. Others were Percy Beard, in 1932, 
Whitey Overton, 1948, and Jim Dillion, 
1952. 

Snitz’s quarter-mile record stood at 
Auburn for more than 20 years. One 
of Snider’s own students—Don John- 
son—set the new mark. (Don, re- 
cently discharged from Army service, 
has returned to the Plains and will be 
running for Auburn next spring.) 

In addition to his track activities, 
Snitz lettered in baseball and bootball. 
He was graduated with a bachelor’s de- 
gree from the School of Education. A 
one-year coaching stint brought him as 
assistantship at Bessemer in 1930. ; 

He was married to the former Breezie 
Burten, also a native of Jefferson Coun- 


ty, in 1934. 


Athletic director 
AFTER THREE years as assistant, the 


young athlete was named Bessemer s’ 


head coach. The names Snider and Bes- 
semer have been synonymous in sports 


circles almost ever since, — : 
There was one separation — during 


World War II. Coach Snider served at 


Birmingham's Howard College under 
the Navy’s wartime. program in 1942 


and 1943. He returned to his Purple 
Tigers in 1944. 

Euil Snider’s title is athletic di- 
rector of Bessemer High Sthool. Foot- 
ball activities, though the best known, 
are only a part of the Bessemer ath- 
letic picture. The school fields teams 
in all. major ‘sports. Purple Tiger 
track teams have produced many 
state championships. 

During the summers, Coach Snider 
<upervises the entire recreation pro- 
gram for the City of Bessemer. 

The eoach believes athletics should 
contribute to the educational program 
of the school. “A boy pays a big price 
to play football,’ he has said. “If he 
doesn’t become a better man for doing 
it and if the rest of the students didn’t 
benefit from the program, it wouldn't 
be worth having.” 

The fact that Bessemer’s program is 
well “worth having’ was recognized by 
that city last December. His former 
students. including many college foot- 
pall players and Bessemer citizens, 
celebrated Snitz Snider Day. A new car 
-and.a check were presented to Coach 
Snider. In addition he received letters 
and telegrams of tribute from fellow 
coaches and former players. 

The coach’s own coach, Auburn's 
Wilbur Hutsell, described Snider as. a 
“great leader of boys and men. His dis- 
position makes it a pleasure to. be 
around him.

MR. FARRINGTON'’S first assignment 
was as county agent for Pike County. 

In March, 1932, he was transferred to 
Dadeville as county agent for Talla- 
poosa County. He has held the position 
for 23 years. During this time, Mr. Far- 
rington has been cited in the state and 
nationally for spearheading a drive from 
a one-crop economy into a balanced pro- 
gram of diversified farming. 

Cotton is still an important crop in 
the county. One-variety cotton im- 
provement clubs are active; Tallapoosa 
has had one state winner in the im- 
provement contest in recent years. 
Other county farm enterprises include 
dairying, beef cattle, poultry and for- 
estry. 

P. O. Davis, '16, director of the API 
Extension Service, said, “Mr. Farring- 

ton’s work in Tallapoosa has been a big 
factor in revolutionizing farming and 
farm living there.” The director cited 
basic changes in farming and the out- 
standing program of land reclamation 
followed by wise use of land for im- 
provement and profits. 


Land reclaimed 

DURING HIS college days, Mr. Farring- 

ton had been impressed with the use of 

agricultural engineering in reclaiming 
land. Later this became one of his ma- 
jor interests. 

; It was not surprising, then, that 
Tallapoosa County was the first in the 
nation to use power equipment on a 
large scale in land reclamation. Visi- 
tors from 37 states and five nations 
came to the county in 1934 and 1935 
to see this work. 

The area was completely terraced 
through a Cooperative Land Reclamation 
Association, an organization undcerwrit- 
ten by county officials. In addition. 190 
farm lakes were constructed.
